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PRICES OF WHEAT 
SWING DOWNWARD 


Chicago, April 20—(/)—With 
weather conditions showing improve- 
ment and with the Liverpool market 
unresponsive to upturns here, wheat 
took a downward swing today. Wheat 
closed unsettled, 1-4¢ to 7-Sc net lower, 
corn 1-Se to 1-2¢ to 5-8¢ down, 
unchanged to 1-Se off and provisions 
unchanged to a setback of lic. 

In addition to reports showing that 
the weather was better over a Jarge 
part of the winter crop belt and of 
spring wheat territory, as well, the of- 
ficial forecast suggested likelihood of 
much more settled conditions than has 
been the rule of. late. Advices were 
also at hand telling of enlarged offer- 
ings from Canada and Argentina, with 
talk current, too, of an apparent pause 
in European demand: Late estimates, 
however, put today’s export sales of 
North American wheat as high as 
800,000 bushels. 

At no time, though, did rallies in 
the wheat market develop any unusual 
momentum. Misgivings in regard to 
delay of spring wheat seeding per- 
sisted among many traders, notwith- 
standing assurances from some ex- 
perts that on the whole there still is 
ample time. 

Corn sympathized with wheat weak- 
ness, ‘but was relatively firm as a re- 
sult of continued delay to field work. 
Oats were steadied by reports that 
seeding is much behind schedule. 

Action of hog values largely goy- 
erned the provision market.

ADOO ATTACKS 
WETS AND TARIFE 


Baltimore, Md., April 20.—(@)— 
“An extraordinary demoralization of 
public standards and private patriot- 
ism is indicated when a_ speech 
which merely stands emphatically 
against nullification of the constitu- 
tion of the United States, and for its 
amendment by lawful means analy, 
should be criticized and denounced by 
some leaders of thought,” says Wil- 
G. McAdoo, former secretary of 
the treasury, in a letter to appear in 
The Manufacturers Record tomorrow. 
“This is a great issue and neither 
of the major political parties should 
be permitted to evade it in. 1928.” 

The speech referred to was delivered 
by Mr. MeAdoo before the Ohio State 
Bar association. at Toledo. last Janu- 
ary. on “Prohibition. Nullificatiea 
and Lawlessness.” His letter was in 
reply to one from Richard H. Ea- 
monds, edftor of the Record, congratu- 
lating him. 

The reaction in the country to the 
Toledo speech, the former secretary 
said, “has been unusually favorable 
and most stratifying to me. The ‘wet’ 
press condemned it and abused me pers 
sonally, but did not answer my ar- 
gument. 

Mr. McAdoo in setting forth his 
position on tariff legislation, declared : 

“The mal: idjustment between indus- 
try and agriculture, to which thé pres- 
ent tariff has contgibuted so greatly, 
is one of the outstanding economic 
problems of the country.” 

“A tariff on economic grounds.” he 
said at another point, “is justifiable; 
whereas a tariff based upoa a system 
of political rewards or for the pur- 
pose po! itical adv; antace ces aa he 
Justified.
